LITTLB'ROCK,—The death knell of 


,,• - Arkansas's 18-month-old civil service 


law was sounded .when the senate

Wednesday, and Governor Bailey said, 
he would allow the bill to become a law 
.without his signature within five days, 
excluding Sunday. 


Failure of the senate to adopt the 


emergency clause will brcvcnt the law 
from becoming effective until 30 days 
after the bill becomes law. 


Seeking to make the civil service law 


inoperative at once, Representative 
Smith of Randolph, author of the re- 
peal bill introduced a "follow up" bill 
in the house seeking to repeeal a 1937 
act which 'appropriated 511,800 annual 
ly, obtained by , assessments against 
maintenance accounts of various slate 
offices, departments and agencies, for 
operation of the Slate Personnel Di- 
vision. 


If Mr. Smith's latest bill is passed 


by both houses with the cYri.ergency 
clause attached, it will strip the divis- 
ion, operated on a "shoestring budget" 
since its creation, of all funds and 
force it to close long before repeal be- 
comes effective.

Elimination of Detail 


The new plan proposes to get rid of 


the immense amount of red tape and 
hard conditions which the A.A.A, im- 
poses on its beneficiaries. This is a 
plan lo pass out the money without 
forcing the farmer to do very "much. 


The program is to divide the crop 


into two parts. One part represents 
the part of the crop which the farmer 
sells on the domestic market. The oth- 
er is the part which will be sold 
abroad. 


On the domestic crop the farmer will 


:*- 


be guaranteed n price covering cost of 
production and this price will be in- 
sured lo him by compelling dealers 
who buy it from him to pay Ihe cost 
of production. The cost of production 
will be determined by the Secretary 
of Agriculture. And if he decides, for 
instance, thai the cost of producing 
wheat is a dollar a bushel, then no 
dealer or processor will be permitted 
at less than that figure. 


The part of the crop lo be sold abroad 


will go into' warehouses and the' ware- 
house receipts will be made available 
to the government. The govorrtm.ent 
will sell at abroad for anything it can 
get and account to the'farmer. This, 
to call it by its correct name, is plain 
dumping.

The soil conservation plan of the 


ed. The Commodity Surplus Corpora- 
present farm program will be rctain- 
tion, a scheme to buy up surplus parts 
of all sorts of crops to keep the price 
up, will also be kept. 


There seems to be ample evidence 


that something like this is to be the 
next .phase of farm legislation. The 
only Ihing that can be said for it, com- 
pared with the A.A.A. program, is 
thai it docs not ^UeVript the morally 
and socially unjustifiable plan of sub- 
sidizing crop reduction. 


It is not a new plan. It has been 


tried in various countries in various 
ways. It always breaks down. 


However, anyone who thinks he 


knows how to solve the farm problem 
is entitled to a try at it. Everyone else 
has -.failed .so far.

. Hornless Sharecropper 


I'm 46 years old, been farming ever since I could lift a hoe. But this is 


no first time in my life I never had anywhere to go and had to sit my family 
own here on the side of the highway. 


Me and my family can't live on six- 


bits a day, 'specially when we ge: 
that just once in a while. 


We were put out of our house by the 


sheriff's orders. First time I've ever 
been ordered off of a place. He gave 
us 10 days to move, and I got the pa- 
pers here lo show it. The man me anc 
my son worked for was a renter anc 
we were his only sharecroppers. He 
told us he didn't want any more share- 
croppers, he was going to handle it all 
hisself, with day labor. 


Lots of folks are doing thai because 


Ihey just pay day labor six-bits a day 
whenever they need it, and they don't 
have to share the crop or .the govern- 
ment benefits with anyone. I tell you 
I tried everywhere to get another 
place, but the o;ies that wasn't putting 
off their sharecroppers, didn't want to 
take anyone else on. 


Turned Down Job 


Only man that offered me a job 


was one that said he'd let me work 
if I'd handle some "wildcat" cotton for 
him—cotton he wanted to slip in extra 
under his government quota, I never 
got mixed up in anything like that and

From Sharecropper to Migrant' 


Said one OOO official: 


, '"Ihis Missouri 'boot heel' country 
where the march is taking place is at 
the northern limit of the cotton belt, 
and itinerant cotton pickers land 
there along toward the end of the 
season. It's very rich land, and there 
has been much immigration lo it; 
consequently, it has a large surplus 
population. 


"There simply is no hope of settling 


these people on land there. The land 
just isn't available, 


"These people are, for the most 


part, victims of a process that began 
in the far west and is worknig its 
way east. In Texas, for instance, there 
were 9000 farm tractors in 1920; last 
year there were 99,000. Each tractor 
displaced from one to nine families, 


"What it amounts to, of course, is 


that the number of jobs in agriculture 
is shrinking. The farm is feeling the 
industrial revolution. As the process 
continues, the sharecropper will cease 
to be a problem, because he will keep 
turning into a migratory worker. In 
turn, the migratory worker will be up 
against it as more and more of his

Got through 
the eighth grade in school, but that 
didn't mean much because we were 
usually out of school most of the fall 
picking cotton and then left school 
early in the spring ^ to help gel the 
crops in. 


I got married in Alabama. We've got 


line children now, from five to 24 
years old, besides the baby thai died. 


We moved up into Tennessee, and 


I got along right well there, sha re- 
cropping. I stayed 'round in the same 
icction 14 years, and had been on the 
:ame place six years when I had saved 
enough money to buy a place of my 
own, with the aid of the Federal Land 
junk. 


We worked that place two years and 


were getting along all right. But il 
,vas in the backwoods and my children 
were coming up, and we thought we 
ought to get out where they could 
have more advantages. 


Made Money First Year 


I'd seen this bottom land hero in 


southeast Missouri and I was sure I 
could make some money growing cot- 
ton. I brought my family here tlu-ec 
years ago. The first year we had 43 
acres and made a little, but our baby 
died and one boy got "T, B." of the 
bone, and it took all we had to pay 
the doctors. Then the flood drove us 
out. 


1 found another place, though, and 


got 30 acres. We just about broke even 
that year, and three months on WPA 
got us through the winter. 1 had the 
promise of a better place this past 
year, but it wound up under the 
acreage reduction with me and my sun 
getting paly 25 ^cres between us. 


That's the way it lias gone, and 


we've had to live on the bare line. 
It's been white beans and "big" gravy

Testifies She Killed Jessie 


Bell Muldrow in Self 


Defense 


Cleo Sampson, 29-year-old 
negro 


girl, went on trial in Hempstead circuit 
court here Thursday morning for the 
murder of Jessie Bell Muldrow, an- 
other negro woman, who was stabbed 
to death several weeks ago on the 
northern outskirts of Hope. 
• 


The trial opened with the gallery 


of the courtroom,' packed by negro 
spectators. Testimony was completed 
at 11:40 when court recessed until 
p. m. It was believed the case would 
reach the jury about 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 


Testifying Thursday morning were 


Dr. Jim McKenzie, who told of the stab 
wounds, and Robert Muldrow, DOJ-OT 
thy Mae Ray, Robert Johnson, Ike 
Hamilton, Leroy Loudermilk and Hal 
Green, negroes. >They told of events 
at a negro dance and crcumstances 
leading to. the killing. 


The defendant took the stand for a 


brief time and said she killed the Mul- 
drow woman in self defense. Testi- 
ony showed the Muldrow woman had 
jeen drinking and appeared to be in- 
toxicated at the negrq dance. The 
defendant told of threats made by the 
Muldrow woman. 


The killing occurred near the' Ed 


Toliver dance place on the Hope-Blev- 
'ns road north of town. 


The only other criminal ease heard 


Thursday resulted in a two-year pris- 
on sentence for Jesse Cheatham, ne- 
gro, found guilty by a jury on charges 
of assault with intent to rob Bill Mar- 
lar, white totfan employed at the Ark- 
ansas Highway Department shop here.
